WASHINGTON, January 27.—({Special.}—The 
attorney general today heard agguments from 
a pumber of railroad attorneys against the con- 
stituticuality of the interstate commerce bill. 
An intimate friend of the president said to- 
night: 

“I would not be surprised to sce this bill re- 
turned with a veto. Tam sure it will be vetoed 
if the president should determine ayy of its 
nrovisions nre too radical or are liablefto wore 
Fs iustice tv anybody. He might 

reject this bill, and signify at the 
came time his willingness to approve a bill 
providing for an.inyestigation of this entire 
commission of men capable of pre- 


gubject oy: 
situation and sSug- 


senting the whole railroad 
vesting some just and proper method of reguia- 
dion. The alleged popularity of the measure 
wonld Lave no power to deter the president 
from such a course if he thought it the rizht 
course to pursue. He isabsolute!y fearless iu the 
performance of his duty. I remember vividiy 
the surprise which was occasioued by his veto 
as governor of New York of the bill forbidding 
the elevatcd railroads to charge more than five 
ecnts fare. It was the most popular micasure 
that had passed the Iegisiature in years. When 
the vete came it aroused a storm of denuncta- 
tion. The cry was raised on ail sides, among 
democrats and republicans alike: ‘This man 
shall not be governor of New York again, and 
he was not. Before he served out his first term 
as gov-crner he became president of the United 
Siates. 

{ give this merely as the opinion of a man 
who knows the president well. He is un- 
doubted!y right in his proposition that the 
president will veto the interstate commerce 
bill if he thinks he ought to €o so, but the 
chances are many to one that he will think 
he ovght to sign it.

Pxperimental Agricultural Stations 
and Railroad Attorneys Pils. 

Wasi xGyron, January 27\—Senator Callom 
iffered the following resolution, which was 
udop! ed:

The resolution offered by Mr.Hoir yesterday 
in executive session, declaring that after the 
senate has refcsed its advice and consent to the 
appointinent of any person to office it is con- 
thiry to the spirit and intent of the constitua- 
iion to designate the same person to the same 
¢citive immediately thereaftcr, was taken up and 
referred to the committee on privileges and 
elections. 

The railroad attorney bill was taken up. 

Mr. Mitcvell, of Penusyivania, moved that 
it be postponed tilkbwo o'clock tomorrow and 
that the senate proceed to the consideration of 
the dependent soldicr bill.

the physiology of plants and animals: diseases 
to which they are severally subject and the 
remecies therefor, the chemical composition 
of useful plants; comparative advantages of 
rotative cropping; capacity for new plants or 
trees for aclimation: analysis of soils and wa- 
ter, chemical composition of manures: adapta- 
tion and value of grasses and fvrage plants; 
composition and digestibility of different 

kinds of food: fordomestie animals: scientific 
und cconcmic questions invelyod in the pro- 
duction of butter and cheese, and such other 
researches or experiments bearing direttly oa 
the agricultural iodustry of the United States 
uSmay be deemed advisable.

WASHINGTON, January 27.—A fuil attend- 
ance this morning of the committee on foreign 
vtlairs, indicated the interest tak@n in the fish- 
ery question.

THEGREATSTRIKEOF LONGSHORE- 
MEN IN NEW YORK. 


Vessels Unableto Leave as Advertised on Account of 
Beirg Unloaded—The Parade of the Strikers 
Through the Streetse—The Meeting at 
Cooper Ucion—-Other Labor News,

New York, January 27.—Twenty thousand 
men are today on a strike among the coal 
shovelers, longshoremen, Tyeight handlers and 
men employed on the river front in almost 
every capacity, and the number is sugmented 
to clese on 33,000 by strikers on the Brooklyn 
and Jersey shores. An order went forth yes- 
terday from the headquarters of the long 
shoremen’s union, which was backed by the 
Knights of Labor, assembly 49, and this mora- 
ing the men turned out. Beach walkers were 
sent out to cover all the various peints on the 
river fronts where trouble was concentrated 
and they had particular instructions to use 
every means in their power to preventany dis- 
tnrhances, and none worthy of mention have 
oecrrred. 

The White Star steamship Brittanic, which 
was to have sailed hence for Liverpool today, 
bas been delayed, owing to inability to obtain 
her snpply of coal, on account of the labor strike 
and her departure is announced for Friday a 
7a.m. The State of Georgia, of the State line, 
and the Servia of the Hamburg line, and the 
Indcpendent and the Torio Rubatino, of the 
line to Italy. were also delaved by the strike. 
The Gallia of the Cunard line, the Devonia of 
the Ancher, La Bourgeogne for Havre, Wasch- 
olten for Amsterdam: Penland of the 
Red Star line, are marked for 
cailing Saturday, but will probably not be able 
to do so unless the strike is settled. Coastwise 
and southern bound steamers duc to sail today, 
Quunidad for Bermuda: City of Columbus, for 
l‘lovida ports: City of Columbia, for Charies- 
ton and southern ports, and the Algiers, tor 
Galveston, will also be delay< d. 

Leaders of the lougshoremen today obtained 
permission from the police to parade tonight, 
previous to the mass meeting at the Cooper 
uLICR. 

Cne of the incidents of the great strike re- 
ported today, is that one of the East River 
Ferry companies became so short of coal that 
it sent out grocery wagous and other vehicles 
and bought coal by half tons from small yards, 
both in Brooklyn and New York, but that the

and the dealers refused further supplies to 
their new customers. In Brooklyn, longshore- 
men, grain shovellers, freight handlers, coal 
handlers, trimmers and other laborers went 
out quietly, peaceably and determined. The 
entire police force of Brooklyn, includitg re- 
serves, ison dnty. Sound steamers suffer: 
along with the rest, although they employ \a 
large permanent torce by the? month. Th 
French steamship line is doing more work than 
any of the ocean companies, having large 
aBbYs, principally green h#nds, and the White 
“tar also has a considerable force. Late in the 
day more or less men went to work unloading 
aliithe ocean steamers which arrived this morn- 
ing, but they are working at a disadvantage. 
The <iriking longshoremeu and coal shovelers 
had a large parade tonight previons to their 
mass meeting at Cooper union They in- 
cluded men from New York, Jersey City 
aud Brooklyn. They formed at Pythagora 
ball, with about 509 menin line. The music 
wasadrum and fife corps. They marched 
through Preadway to Sth street, then to Cooper 
unicn, There wa; no disorder. Lower Broad- 
way was deserted, as the stores had closed up 
for the @ay. When the parade arrived af 
Co°per union, they were unable to gain ad mis- 
sien. asthe hail was packed, so an outdoor 
meeting Was organized. 

Cooper umion hall was packed tonight with 
men erceged in the present strike and their 
<vymmpatbizers. Resolutions were presented to 
the effect that in view of the alleged oppress- 
ion of workipgemen by coal barons, all granted 
fsanchix-sshould be repeaicd, and that the sys- 
tim of hiring men for the purpose of robbery 
and murder is hereby condemned. The 
resolutions were adopted with a 
yell, The principal speakers were 
Victor Diury, a prominent home club Kuight 
of Labor; aman named CGireenau, a socialist, and 
Jobn MecMackin, Henry George's licutenant. 
‘The speeches a)l denounced corporations in 
general and coal corporations in particular. 
MecMackin laid the existing labor troubles to 
the prevailing land system. None of the 
speeches were calculated to have a very sooth- 
ing etlect upon the hearers. 


COLLERIES RESUME WORK. 
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Troubles Settled and Workto co on at Full | 


Capacity. 

WiILKESBARRE, Pa., January 27.—There are 
more coal trains running over the Lehigh 
Valley road toduy than any day since the 
strike began among the coal hanalers. Nive 
l.rge trains of coal left Packerton this morn- 
ing for Perth Amboy. The Wilkesbarre Record 
is authorised to announce tomorrow that all 
the collieries of the Lehigh and Wilkesbarre 
eoal company will resume operations on Satur- 
day at their full capacity. This will inclade 
all the collerics of the Red Ash coal company, 
whose coal is taken by the Lehigh and Wilkes- 
barre company. Inview of the fact that most 
of the colleriea have worked but two days this 
month the news is particularly acceptable in 
this region. This step is made possible by 
reason of the companies having succeeded in 
overcoming the labor difficulties at Port John- 
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The Shoe Factories and the Knights. 

WoRrRcESTER, Mass., January 27.—Ly precon- 
certed arrangement notice has been posted in 
niost of the boot and shoe factories here and in 
<pencer that these factories will be open to 
such operatives as will agree to deal individu- 
ally with the firm employing them. This move 
affects a large number of operatives through- 
cut Woreester county, and it is understood 
that the manufacturers are determined and 
hage made preperations to free themselves 
from dictation by the Knights of Labor.

LORD SALISBURY GIVES HIS REA- 
SONS FOR RESIGNING:

The Qu:en'’s Speech—The Rush for Prominent Seats 
in the House of Co G! e Cheered 
by the People-Salisbury'’s Tribute to 
Lerd Icdesleigh-—Other Gossip,

Lonxpon, January 27.—As early as 5 o'clock 
this morning members began toarrive in the 
honse of conmmons so as to secure good seats, 
The first to make his appearance was Mr. Sel- 
wyn, conservative member for Cambridgeshire. 
The scenes at the opening of parliament today 
were duller than those which usually attend 
this event. Crowds about the bnildings showed 
little, if any, enthusiasm, and members were 
evidently uncertain as regards the fatnre. 

Lord Rando!ph Churchill, when he first en- 
tered the house of commons, tried to take the 
coveted seat below the gangway which he 
former'y occupied. He found, though, that 
he had been ferestalled by the Right Hon. 
Henty Chaplain, whose hat was in the seat. 
Lord Randolph lifted the hat, examined it 
eriticaily, read Mr. Chaplain’s card fora fall 
minute, then smiled and took a back seat. It 
is upetoricus that a feud exists betwecn Lord 
Rando!ph and Mr. Chaplain. 

‘L be speech jrom the throne excited but little 
interest. Dvllowing is the speech: 

Ny Lores snd Gentiemen: My relations with all 
the foreien powers are friendiy. Afairs tn seuth- 
wéefierh Lurope are still unsettied, but | do not ap- 
prehend that any disturbance ef Enropean peace 
will result from the unadjusted controversies 
which have arisen in that region. Whi e deploring 
the ever's which compelled Prince Alcxander to 
retire f ihe Bulgarian throne, 1 have not 
»bdged it expedient to interfere in the proceedings 
or the election cf his sucecssor until they reagh the 
stage at which my assent is required by the Berlin 
teatv. The task undertaken hy mygovernment in 
heypt has pot yet been aecomplished, but a sub- 
s‘antial edvance has been made toward the as- 
-nrance cf external and internal tranquillity. 

Operations in Burmeh have been conducted with 
biavery and skill fer the purpese of extirpating 
brigandage, which has grown duriue the recent 
‘ears of misgovernment. Bands of mareuders by 
whom upper Purmah have long been iafesied have 
been dispersed, many of tne leaders have laid 
down their arms, end I entertain a confident hope 
thatavencral pacification of the country will 
effec teal Curing the present season. 

Comr-ercial treaties have been concluded with 
Greece and Renumania

My Lerdsand Gent'emen: The condition of Ire- 
land still requires your auxious attention.

W. H. Smith, first lord of the treasnry, gave 
notice in the house of commons of the govern: 
ment’s intention to reduce measures for reform 
of the rules of parliamentary procedure, and 
said he would ask facilities for giving prece- 
dence to the consideration of these measures, 
so that they may be at once disenssed from 
day today. Mr. Smith 
the precedure measures would be subject only 
to such interpretations as night be necessary 
for the conduct of urgent business. 3 

Mr. Gladstone reacheil the house at 1:39 
o'clock. He was greeted with great enthusi- 
asm by people on the way from his residence. 
Mr. Parnell eptered the house and reached his 
seat unobsepyed. 

Lord Randolph Churchill entered upon an 
explanation of the reasons which lea him to 
resign the chauncellorship of the exchequer. 
He said he retired because the government’s 
paval and military establishments cost 4£51,- 
000.000, without counting the large supple- 
mentary es‘imates. He insisted having 
these estimates reduced, but his colleagues re- 
fused to cut them down, although, aided Lord 
Randolph, “I had been urging econemy ever 
since Anenst.” 

Lond Randoiph then referred to the govern- 
ment’s foreign policy, and declared, amil loud 
opposition cheers, I also objected ty the govern- 
ments policy of needless interference in the 
atairs of other nations. Lord Randolph said 
he wrote to Lord Salisburg, complaining of the 
excessive estimates. The premier replied that 
he deemed the estimates moderate. and refer- 
red to the danger of war and necessity of pre- 
paring the coaling stations of the empire. 

In conclusion, Lord Randolph, whose speech 
of explanation lasted forty minutes, quoted 
from his last letter to Lord Salisbury the state- 
ment that ke left the cabinet with regret, but 
without misgiving or hesitation. 

The mareuis of Salisbury referred to the 
death of Lord Iddesleigh in the house of lords 
thisevening. He said: 

His death left on mv mind an impression which 
cm never be effaced. it has fhroueht h »me 
keenir the troth of the reflection, “What shadows 
we pursnue.”” He was probably more beloved than 
iy statesmman of our time.

universally appreciated. 

Lod Granville followed Lord Salisbury. He 
reietred to the arduous labors performed by 
Lord lddesieigh while a member of the house 
of -ommons and his great service to the state. 

The earl of Erne then moved an address in 
reply to the speech from te throne. 

Lord Ran@oiph Churchill dwelt upon the 
statement that he resigned because he was un- 
able to a°quiesce In the government's army 
and navy estimates. on account of their ex- 
travagance from his point of view, having 
pledged himself to the policy of retrenchment 
and economy. He was convinced, he «aid that 
such policy could be safely carried ont, and, 
thc refore.he could not. he felt, retain his place 
ina government whea he found that his 
colleagnes refused ta try to retrench. The 
policy of this country, he said, should be peace- 
jul everywhere. [Cheers.} The government's 
estimates were too great for a time of peace.

Gladstone arose and delivered a eulogy on 
tbe carl of [ddesleigh. whom, he said he had 
the honor to introduce into public life. 

Gladstone said the sentiments of sorrow fee 
the carl’s death were universal, and were based 
on the sterling merits of the man. Gladstone 
applauded what he called Lord Randoiph 
Churchill's sacrifice in behalf of sound econo- 
mic policy, and the judicious mode in which he 
proposed to apply the principles he ad vecated. 
He, Giadstone, found no fault with the gev- 
erument’s foreign policy; but he thought that 
Lord Salisbury's mansion house speech 
was calculated to rouse apprehen- 
sien: and that the country 
was etititled to be reassured. 

He strongly objected to the severance of the 
treasury portfolio from the premiership, the 
former being practically a sinecure. He alse 
objected to a combination of offices of premicr 
and foreign secretary, which made one man 
responsible for the diction of momentous for- 
cigu dispatches. Hitherto the foreiga policy 
bad been jointly conducted by the premier 
and the foreign secretary. It was most impor- 
tant that this dual action should be maintained 
as the security alike for the sovereign, thecah- 
inet ard ** . country. He hoped the country 
would «.,v08e any oppression of Balgaria 
by a foreign power. Referring to the Canadian 
fisheries’ question, he said he trusted the papers 
on the subject would speedily be presented te 
the house, 

Churchill's speech was marked by unusual 
prude nee, an utter absence of temper and the 
careful avoidance of everything that might 
wound the feelings of his late colleagues. is 
previous reticence deprived his explanation of 
its expected interest. General opinion is that 
he altegether failed to jastify his desertion of 
the cabinet at a critical time, and, although 
he denied that he regretted having 
taken the step, the whole tenor of his speech 
left the impression that he did regret his ae- 
tion,and is read y{to cooperate toward his return 
to the ministry. 

The futerost of the house centered 
letter in which Lord Salisbury accepted Lord 
Randolph's resignation. It was dated 221 of 
December. In it LordSalisbary satd the out- 
lcok on the continent is so very black that it 
is not too much to say that the chance3 are in 
favor of war at an early date. When once it 
has broken out, we will pot be sure from being 
involved. Therefore, we cannot accept the 
responsibility of refusing supplies which 
the war and navy ministers have declared 
necessary. When this portion of the Ietter 
was read the house rang with approving cheers 
Lord Salisbury’s pacific declarations which 
were given at the same momen} at the house 
of lords,were destined to check any alarm that 
might be caused by disclosures in the commons.

Before the house judiciary committee yes- 
terday Representative Breen, of Menominee, ¢con- 
firmed the charge that there had been a regular 
trade in young Birls between Milwaukee and Chi- 
cago and the mining regions of the upper penin- 
sule. Mr. Breen said the horrors of the camps into 
which these girls a®inveigled cannot be ade- 
quately described.

In one case a girl escaped, after being 
shot inthe leg,and took refuge in a swamp, 
Dogs were started on her trail, and 
she was hunted and down and taken 
back tothe den.

Among Dr. Dauphin's collection is a ticket of the 
New Jersey College Lottery, drawn in 1765. This 
icket is signed by John Sergeant. The lottery it- 
self was a swindle, as Presbytery failed to pay the 
prizes, as isshown by the bistory of the college 
published by the Lippincotts. 
interesting of all the collec- 
tions isa ticket of a W. Byrd's lottery, drawn in 
i767. This is indorsed by William White as Dep- 
uty Clerk of a court in which it had been duly 
recistered.

THE life insurance companies of Massa- 
chusetts established a higher rate of insur- 
ance for colored than for white people, and 
the matter was brought before the legisla- 
ture, which foreed the companies to make 
equal rates. The law, however, has been 
declared unsound on the ground that statis- 
tics show that the average life of the negro 
in New England is not as long as that of the 
white man. This is unquestionably so. The 
megro will never be as hayly nor as long 
lived in northern climates as in the south, 
and even here the average life of the negro 
is shorter than that of the Caucasian. After 
they pass a certain age this is probably not 
so, but the larger death rate among negro 
children and infants, attributable to greater 
megiect and exposure than the whites, makes 


-/the average life of the colored man less than 


that of the white. 


ELECTRICITY, as a mode of execution, will 
probably be substituted for hanging in the 
state of New York. The question was re- 
ferred to a special commission by the stat 
legislature, which, after a full investigation, 
has about determined to suggest the change. 


The chairman of the commission is now in 


Europe, and until his return no report will 
be made, though there is no question as to 
what will be the nature of the report and 
the sentiment of the members of the assem- 
bly thereon. It is proposed to execute crimi- 
naJs condemned to death by some electrical 
apparatus, by which death will be produced 
instantaneously and without pain, and with- 
out the hurrah and sensation that now at- 
tends anexecution.

THE Con- 
“TITUTION knows whereof it speaks when it 
says that a renewal of the strife and bitter- 
ness that belong peculiarly to this issue will 
be vastly damaging to the best interests of 
this city at thistime. As we have said, At- 
lanta is on the eve of the most stantial 
boom that has ever been known in its his- 
tory.

demoralization. 

The suppression of definite information by 
the South American governments has. made 
it difficult for the outside world to keep ap- 
prised of the true state of afluirs, but enough 
is known to make it certain that the scourge 
is carrying wholesale death and desolation 
in its track. 

Itis to be presumed that our federal and 
local health officials are on the alert and 
that they will take the proper steps in time 
to protect threatened points on our seaboard. 
A visitation from the black death would be 
peculiarily unfortunate just at this time, 
when the south is beginning to enjoy what 
promises to be an era of unprecedented pros- 
perity. The fact that a large area of ter- 
ritory in this part of the country has hereto- 
fore been exempt from this disease should 
not lull any of us intoa false security. If 
there is any virtue in preventive measures 
they should be worked for all they are 
worth.

Democratic Gains, 

The official returns from the twenty-four 
Officers last No- 
vember, show a gratifying democratic gain 
over the popular vote of 1884. In that year 
the net republiean plurality in these 
states was 146,612;in 1886 the net demo- 
cratic plurality was 45,188, anet demo- 
cratic gain of 191,800. 

Texas, Tennessee and Missouri, demo- 
cTatic states, and Kansas, Massachusetts, 
Minnesota, New Hampshire, Ohio and Penn- 
sylvania, republican states, all gave a heay- 
ily increased democratic vote. Kansas re- 
duced her republican majority of 64,000 to 
35,000; Massachusetts cut down her plural- 
ity of 24,000 to 9,000; Minnesota dropped 
from her plurality of 41,000 to 2,600; New 
Hampshire decreased her plurality of 5,000 
to less than 500, and Ohio suffered a loss of 
20,000 in her plurality, only giving the 
state to the republicans by 11,000 plurality. 

The prohibition vote, although it has in- 
creased 100 percent since 1884, is still an 
unimportant factor in natienal politics, and 
must remain so for some time to come. 

The conclusions toe be drawn from these 
figures are in the higkest degree encourage- 
ing. It will be seen that under the present 
administration the democracy has steadily 
grown in strength and infiaence. The 
clamor of a few malcontents has died away, | 
and everything is serene. The figures of 
the Novem er election of last year are more 
than an indorsement: they may be rezarded 
as an indication of something better to cone.

he «aid it was cur manifest destiny to push all the 
rest of the world offthe tontinent. That fs to say, 
European influence is to be eventually eradicated, 
and Europe is to have neither politica] nor territor- 
ial standing on the continent. The course of Eng- 
lish statesmen in so shaping the Canadian policy 
asto foment and perpetuate ill-feeling between 
Canada andthe United States, so as to prevent 
them from coalescing undera single government, 
will, in the end, lead the United States to seize the 

dominion as a measure of self-defense.

How to Preserve Flowers. 

From Cham bers’s Journal. J 

A French journal says that flowers*"may be 
preserved with all their natural brilliancy and 
freshness by dipping them into a mixture made as 
follows: In a well-corked bottle dissolve six 
drachms of coarsely powdered clear gum copal, 
add the same quantity of broken glass, and fifteen 
and a half ounces (by weight) of pure rectified 
sulphuric ether. The flowers should be dipped 
into this varnish-like fiuid four or five times, allow- 
ing them to remain in a current of air for ten min- 
utes between each immersion. This plan, if it 
does not interfere with the delicate texture of the 
petals, should be of use to flower painters, who 
often have to hurry their work unduly because of 
the perishable nature of their models.

The Canadian Fisheries Dispute. 
From the New /Orleans Picayune.§ 

A tew words on the character of the tisherieg 
dispute, which is now agitating the senate, whl 
suflice. The quarrel has contiuued almost fron 
the treaty oi 1318; certainly it was not many years 
vefore small exasperations began to arise. While 
reciprocity was in effect from 184 to 196, there 
was of course no trouble. But ‘it began againas 
soon as the treaty was abrogated. What our fishe 
erlnch Wantis somesmall trading privilezeson 
the coast. in connection with their fisheries—net 
enough to constitute a trading business exactly; 
but cnowgh to break off the myriad points of 
trouble growing out of the 
necessities the men and 
the masters. They have no stch privileges, ang 
are Continually taking them without right, and 
this makes the trouble. The only reason why the 
dispute is not dragging along slowly to a diplomat- 
ic termination without being heard of outside of 
the state department, is because the Canadians, iz 
their eagerness for reciprocity, are vexing our fish« , 
ers by a jrigid and iniiexible administration, too 
rigid in many casesto be very honorable. Their 
theory is that they can irritate usinto reciprocity, 
They got usin atight place by means of the treaty 
of Washington, and inthe arbitration which fel 
lowed they swindled us out of $5,500,000, They 
cooly claimed $12,000,000 for our use of their waters, 
worth possibly $50,000 a year, and allowed us noth- 


ing for their use of American waters, saying it wag eta 


worthicss,and here they were eminently correct. 
The false testimony which they cooked up carried 
their case in commission, and they got the money, 
It was an act of national piracy, as thorough-going 


a highway robbery as everone nation was guiltyof ~~ 


in its relations wth another. The anger which the 
incident created in the United States has not yet 
exhausted itself; so long asit is remembered, tthe 
copgress will never, under democratic auspices, 
crant either reciprocity to Canada or compengs-« 
tion} to her for her alleged losses to Ant | 
fishermen. Only three ports of the United States 
are scriously concerned in the fishing busines 
near the Canadian coast, and these do ot have 
many vessels engaged. We have not, since the in- 
ception of the recent bitterness, known of a single 
instance wherein the Canadian authorities have 
cone an act which can fairly be said to be mor ~ 
than a rigidly seyere execution of their rights, 
Where there are differences of interpretation, they 
must be allowed for in estimating the international 
character ofan act. Weare not entitled to claim 
more than our strict rights under the treaty of 1818, 
and if that were not inadequate to the situation, 
there could be no trouble atall. Undoubtedly 
Great Britian must eventually concede what is 
called headland theory, and must corrgcet the prat- 
tice of the Dominion in too broadly interpreting 
her rights. But thisis not a matter of high mo- 
ment, and can have as much time for diplomatie — 
discussion as is desired by cither party. (anads 
must give up the notion that she can put thumb- 
screws to the United States and extort whatever ~ 
terms she wishes. We have paid heg already as 
much money as the privilege would be worth  u# 
for 2 hundred vears to come, and we have already 
reccived all that she intends to give us for that 
money.

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WASHINGTON, January 27.—[Special,}]—It is 
q matter of surprise here, no less than in At 
Ianta. that a large partof the mail from the 
business centers of the north to the south is 
delaved ally one day in Washington. 
The train which leaves Jersey City at 4 o'clock 
im the morning, and which was once the starter 
of the fast mail system to the entire interior of 
tke Atlantic states, reaches Washington at 10:10 
om. Formeriy the Coast lLine and the Rich- 
mond and Danville trains left here about 11 
odock, the furmer carrying the mail down the 
Atlantic coast to Wilmington, Charleston, S: 
yannah and Ja kk onville, and the latter rush- 
jng the mails to Lynchburg, Danville, Char- 
jotte, Atlania, Montgomery and New Orleans 
with an expedition which delighted everybody 
and facilit ited | orresp ndence toa wonderfal 
degree.

“Pesther Loyd publishes a communication 
from Berlin, which it asserts, is from an authen- 
tic source, and which states that war between 
(iermany and France is regarded as more prob- 
able at Berlin than is to be inferred from infor- 
mation which is permitted to be accessible to 
the public. “It is erroneous,” says the letter. 
‘to suppose that the semi-oflicial press of *Ger- 
mapy publish the details of French armaments 
merely for the purpose of influencing people in 
thecoming elections. We happea to know 
that Bismarck recently, when he had that view 
of the case presented to him, quoted, in 
reply, from Faust the words: “Thou resembles! 


The prince added “‘thatthe statemeuts made in 
behalfof the German government respecting 
French armaments were not put forth as any 
part of election maneuvering, but as a warning, 
and he said the cold douche had been turned 
on with less force this time in order not to pro- 
voke the people too much, but it would be 
turned on with greater strength if that was 
found to be necessary. We once averted war,” 
continued the chancellor, ‘by appealing against 
it at a proper moment”’ He alluded to the 
position of affairs in I=-4, when the German 
semi- official press called attention 
to the fact that Russian cavalry 
‘were being massed on the Germin 
frontier. Then it was understood that an al- 
liance existed between Russia and France and 
it was shown that warlike action on the part of 
Russia was positively imminent. The present 
condition of affairs is not exactly analagous with 
that which then existed. No Franco-Russiau 
alliance is being now feared, but there is ample 
authentic evidenee that General Boulanger is 
persuaded that France will be prepared and 
able by Imes, at the latest. to enter unaided in- 
to the great and decisive struggle, if quiet were 
maintained inthe east until thattime. if 
Russia. however, should gpeedily take action, 
or if an outbreak should oceur 
in the Balkans, there was evidenve 
That General Boulanger contemplated, in that 
event, 2 campaign against Germany within a 
few months. Germany, therefore, was com- 
pelled to consider the expediency of awaiting 
inactively fora French attack. 

The Berlin communication above alluded to 
concludes with these words: 

“President >Grevy and Prime Minister M. 
Goblet, both unsuccessfully, have tried to re- 
move General Boulanger from the control of 
the military alfairs of France. The mainten-

Ice Piled Upin Immense Hills—The Rivers Fiooded— 
People Fieeing to Elevated Positions—Great .

Port Derrosir, Md., January 27.—Ice 
between this. town and the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad bridge, four miles below, remains 
unbroken, and as ice in the Susquehanna above 
has broken for hundreds of miles and is pour- 
ing down upon a heavy freshet, gorging in 
front of Port Deposit, the result has been 
disastrous. 

In thirty minutes last evening after the 
fiood from above had reached this point the 
water had risen clear over the wharves and to 
the hight of six feet in Main street of the town, 
doing uncalculable damage.

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THE TELEPHONE TRIALS. 


Lysander Bill Begins His Argument Before 
the Supreme Court, 

WASHINGTON, January °27.—The United 
States supreme court reom was crowded this 
morning When the court reassembled to con- 
{inve the hearing of the argument in the tele- 
phone cases. It had been generally under- 
steod that Lysander Hill, who began speaking 
yesterday for the Overland and People’s com- 
panies would present this morning charges of 
fraud in the procurement of the Bell patent, 
which are contained in his printed brief. This 
attracted more than the usual numberof spec- 
tators, partly because there was a curiosity to 
hear the 
character and partly because all interested per- 
sons were desirous of knowing what. attitude 
the court would take toward this branch 
of defense. All counsel for the respective com- 
panies were, of course, present, as well as Pro- 
fessor Elisha Gray, of Chicago, and Professor 
Bell and his father, who today sat within the 
har. 

Mr. Hill began speaking promptly at five 
minutes past twelve in a room crowded with 
attentive auditors, fifty or a hundred of whom 
were standing irra dense throng about the 
decors, having been unable to find seats. 

Mr. Hill’s manner at first was quiet, and he 
began speaking in so low a tone that, notwith- 


Standing the perfect stillness, those outside the 


bar could hardly hear enough to intelligently 
follow hisargument. When, however, be took 
up the subject of the alleged fraud of Profes- 
sor Bell in the procurement of his patent, his 
iwanner became somewhat more animated and 
his voice more sonorous, so that he could be 
distinctly heard in aj] parts of the room. He 
began by asserting that Professor Bell had 
changed the specifications of his patent while 
hisapplication was pending. He was proceeding 
to cxplain why these changes were made, andl 
why in hisjudgment they amounted to fraud, 
when he was interrupted by Justice Miller, 
who inquired whether it was not the 
custom ot inventors to change 
specifications while an application was pend- 
ing. As he understood it, inventors in such 
ases always tried to improve their specifica- 
tions and make them as perfect as possible be- 
fore the application was acted upon. 

Mr. Hill replied that up to certain limits that 
Wis true, but not after the specifications had 
been definitely fixed and sworn to. He then 
proceededf{to argue that the changes alleged in 
this case had been made afjgr Professor Bell 
had surreptitiously obtained kno wledae of the 
contents of the caveat filed by Professor Elisha 
(Giray, and that the changes were intended to 
include in his ( Bell’s) patent inventions which 
he, himself, had not made, but which he had 
wrongfully appropriated from the caveat of 
Professor Gray. and on this point Mr. Hill was 
again interrupted by Justice Miller, who im- 
quired : 

‘Do [ understand that you propose to set up 
fraud as a defense in this cause and to attack 
the patenton that ground?’ Mr. Hill—We do 
not plead fraud as a defense, your honor, but 
this is a court of equity, and when edémplain- 
ants come here and ask for equity they must 
do equity. They must come with clean hands. 
Justice Miller—it has been repeatedly held 
that a patent cannot be attacked for fraud in 
this court, unless there has been. separate and 
valid proceeding upon that ground in the 
courts below—a proceeding in which the issue 
of fraud had been distinctly made. 

This statement from the bench caused some 
sensation in « urt. Everybody leaned forward 
eagerly, and Professor Bell, with a smile on his 
face, exchanged significant glances with his 
counsel. 

Mr. Hill replied that if the court refused to 
hear allegations of fraud, he would, of course, 
proceed no further with this part of his argu- 
ment. 

There was a momont of silence. Justice 
Harlan then said that, speaking for himself, 
he thuught counsel should be allowed 

proceed with his argument 

menner in which be had planned 

Justice Bradley agreed with this view of 

the case, and said thatif argument should be 

found to raise questions which it wasnot proper 

for the court to consider aj this time, it could 

be disregarded.

Mr. Dickson, of counsel for the Bell com- 
pany, rose,and with a manner which seemed 
to say, that Hill would injure his own clients 
morc than anybody elseif he proceeded on this 
ground, begged the court not tointerrupt or 
stop bim.

Mr. Hillthen resumed his argument. 

Mr. Hill maintained, first, thatin February, 
1576, after Professor Bell had filed his applica: 
tion for patent, he surreptitiously obtained, 
through Examiner Wilbur’s room, in the pat- 
ent oflice, information with regard to the con- 
tents of the caveat filed hy Professor Elisha 
Gray, to protect the telephonic process imvent- 
ed by him. That Professor Bell availed him- 
self of the knowledge thus obtained, toamend 
and widen his own specifications, soas to in- 
clude many of the features of Professor Gray’s 
invention. 

— 2. That between§ February 14th Fand July 
19th, 1876, Pollok and Bailey, Bell’s patent at- 
torneys, in consequence of guilty knowledge 
which they had of the conteats of Gray's 
caveat bodily interpolated an important inven- 
tion and the claim therefor into Bell's specifi- 
cations. As proof of such fraudulent interpola- 
tion Mr. Hill referred to two docaments, one 
a copy of Bell’s specfiications which was given 
in January 1876 to George Brown to be taken to 
England for the purpese of obtaining a patent 
there, and “the other a certified copy of inter- 
lined:and interpolated specificationsjwhich had 
at one time been on file in the patent office; 
but which, he said Bell or his attorneys by 
collusion with employes cf the patent office 

as subsequently removed and destroy- 
ed to.conceal fraudulent interpolations, 
substituting therefor a clear copy 
in which interlineations had been incorporated. 
He mentioned that the George Brown copy of 
specifications was the original form in which 
they were filed: that the certified exspy of 
specifications obtained from the patent office in 
1+79 and used as an exhibitin the Dowd case, 
-howing as it did thirty-nine alteratious and 
inter’ineations, was the next step in fraud, 
and that such fraud had been consummated by

ways have been on filethere. 1 began compar- 
ing this certified copy with the George Brown 
specifications, and for my own convenience 
1 noted down and interlined in pencil, on the 
cettified copy variaticns from it,which 1 found 
in the George Brown specifications which were 
earlier in point of time. Afterward it became 
Lecessary to put the certified copy of the origi- 
nal bill ef specifications in evidence as an ex- 
hibit in the Dowd case and | put in this pencil 
marked, annotated and interlined copy with- 
out thinking to erase the pencil marks. The 
compositor set it up and it was printed in the 
cxact shape in which it stood, pencil marks 
and all, the pencilled variations taken

NEW YORK STOCKS. 


Stocks as Reported at the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, January 27.—The stock market 
today occupied a lower range of yalues than on 
yesterday, and with the exception of one or two 
spurts the course of prices was generally down- 
ward, althougn the final declines in most cases are 
not equal to those recorded at the opening.

The mar- 
ket is still to a large extent circumscribed, an ud 
room tracers and professionals have a monopoly of 
trading. Stocks in which London is most partic 
ularly interested were generally the heavi st suf. 
ferers today, and sterling exchan rates were 
again advanced asa consequence of ‘the saies of 
tecurities for foreign account. After the first 
hour the market presented very litile feature, and 
fluctuations were narrowand unimportant, There

MENTED. : 


A Foolish Practical Joker Telle Mrs. Swaffield Her 
Hvebard is Dead-Sbhe Gwoons Away and then 
ccomesa Maniac-@She Pagsed Through 
Atlanta Laet Night-—Other News. 


The passenger train which left Atlanta last 
night-on the Centra} railroad carried a pagsen-. 
ger whose recent adventures have been both re- 
markable and unfortanate. The passenger re- 
ferred to was Mrs. Lina Swaffield, of Beverly,. 
Mass. She was in company with her parents, 
her busband and two of bis sisters, She is \a 
petite brunette of great beauty. There was 
nothing in her behavior indicative of 
insanity, yet she is a hopeless § lu- 
natic. Her reason was dethroned in 
a strange way. Her insanity is the result of a 
practical joke. She was the belle of the town 
of Beverly and had many suitors among the 
first young men of the place. A prominent 
young flour merchant, named Swatffield, sued 
for her hand and wooed successfully. They 
were married New Year's night. About two 
weeks ago her husband, in company with sev- 
eral voung men of the town, went on a hunt- 
ing frolic into the country. One of the young 
men, who had been an unsuccessful rival of 
Swaflield’s in the contest for the hand of the 
young woman, gottired of the sport and re- 
turned home several hours in advance of his 
companions. A fiendish idea entered his head, 
and he resolved to play a practical joke on the 
young wife.

After recovering from an illness caused by 
the bite of a venomous jungle hornet,I traveled 
with my companion on our way to Lahore and 
restcd at a village called Halarad. On leaving 
this place,and while lying in camp about thirty 
miles distant, a fine opportusity was given me 
to observe, from a sing’e standpoint, the char- 
aeteristics of the rhincceros, the tigerand a 
snake of the boa constrictor species. We had 
our camp in a v.llage which was half deserted 

account of the preximity ofa bad rhinoc- 
erosand twoor three man-eating tigers. A 
bad rhinoceros,’ it may be eapeined, is the 
same thing asa bad elephant. Itis one that 
has lost,in afair fight, his leadership, and 
isdriven away in disgrace. The rhinoceros 
isn’t social like the elephant, and seldom more 
than two are found together. Once in a while 
some old chap gets so ugly that there is no liy- 
ing with him and heis deserted until the 
spell pagses off. While bad he will fight any- 
thing that walks, flies or swims, and in his 
blind fury he will charge a thicket as soon as 
a moving object. 

About amile from the village. and reached 
by apath through the forest, was a pool at 
which many wid animals came to slake their 
thirst. We went over one morning and built 
a platform for one of us to stand on in the 
brarches of a convenient tree, and then hunt- 
cd about until we found places for my two 
companions on paths which were beaten hard 
under the feet of thousands of animals. It was 
inthe dry season, and the pond was low. 
Therefore it might be expected that the pool 
wonld be sought out by the animals froma 
grcat distance. Nothing of account came to it 
in the daytime, as experience had taught us. 
lt is only after sundown that elephants, rhi- 
noceros, lions, tigers. panthers, and suc’ beasts 
aprreach a pool todrink, espe ially ifitisina 
hidden place. Nodoubt some of them may go 
two orthree days without water. and the hun- 
ter whotakes his stand at a*pool is always cer- 
tain of big game of some sort. 

\ NATIVE ATTACKED BY A JAGUAR. 

We sct out tor our station about an hour be- 
fore sundown, each of us having a native at- 
tendant, to remain through the night. Just

as trotiing along a few feet ahead of me, a 
eae leaped down upon Bim from a limb with 

aloud scream. The beast rather overshot his 

mark, but clawed the man’s shoulder severely. 
The native uttered shouts Of terror, and I fired 
a shot which missed the beast, and he licked 
his chops at me in a savage Manner and bound- 
cd away. The man could not g9 on with me. 
He was severcly hurt and in great pain, and I 
told bim torun back to the village for treat- 
nent and send out another man. He was off 
at once, and J kept the path until reaching the 
peo) aud then lost no time in aszending the 
scolfold. I had a heavy rifle ani plen- 
ty of cartridges, and in my belt the 
huntivg knife usually carried. It was 
only when ready to ascend the ovlatform 
that I dissovered the absence of my psir of 
Cclt’s with their powder and bullets. Those 
things had been intrusted to my servant, and 
he bad been in sucha hurry to return to the 
village that he had carried them off with him. 
Just then, however, the loss of the pistols did 

not seem of much account to me. I climbed 
oe platform, pulled my gun after me, and pret 
ty soon began to listen for the hallo of the man 
who would be sent out to stay with me. I had 
reason to expect him before sundown, for the 
distance was not greatand the natives move 
rapidly on an errand, but the red orb disap- 
peared, the shadows of the evening fell, and I 
heard nothipg of him.
